On January 12, 1999, the undersigned reviewed the file for this application and 
discovered that a three month request for an extension of time from the date of the final 
office action (June 24, 1999) to the date of the filing of the CPA (Dec. 13, 1999) had not 
been explicitly requested. 

The undersigned contacted the Patent Office on January 12, 1999 and was 
informed that the CPA Preliminary Amendment had been entered and that the 
application had been sent to the Examiner for examination. 

Applicants are unsure if the timely filing of the CPA was treated as a constructive 
request for an extension of time under 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a)(3), given that authorization 
to charge all required fees under 37 C.F.R § 1.17 was provided in the CPA Request 
Transmittal. 

If the CPA filing was treated as a constructive request for an extension of time, 
then Applicants request that any required fees be charged to deposit account 50-0496. 

If the CPA filing was not treated as a constructive request for an extension of 
time, then Applicants now explicitly request such an extension and request that any 
required fees be charged to deposit account 50-0496. 
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In the alternative, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), if this application has gone 
abandoned, Applicants request that the application be revived due to an unintentional 
abandonment. Applicants' filings and interview clearly indicate their intent to continue to 
prosecute this patent application. The required reply has already been filed (i.e., the 
Dec. 13, 1999 filing of the CPA with Preliminary Amendment). Applicants authorize 
charging the petition fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.17 to deposit account 50-0496. Any delay 
in filing the required papers was unintentional.
